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Macaulay's Almost Superhuman Gift 
For Absorbing Literature. 

Ilcro is an interesting list of the vol¬ 
umes read by Lord Macaulay in a pe¬ 
riod of thirteen months, during which 
time In* xxas also busied with ills offi¬ 
cial duties as one of the members of 
the supreme council of India. "1 have 
read .Kschylus twice," he writes a 
friend; "Sophocles twice, Euripides 
once. I'iudar twice, Callimachus. Ap- 
polloiiius Ithodins, Quintus Calaber, 
Theocritus twice. Herodotus, Thucydi¬ 
des, almost all Xenophon's works, al¬ 
most all Plato. Aristotle’s ‘Politics' and 
a good ileal of his •Organon.’ besides 
dipping elsewhere in him; the whole or 
‘Plutarch's Lives,' about half of Lu¬ 
cian. two or three hooks of Athenaeus, 
Plautus twice, Terence twice. Lucre- 
tins twice. Catullus, Tibullus, Proper- 
tins, Lucan, Statius, Sllius, Itallcus, 
Livy. Velleius Paterculus. Sallust. Cne- 
sar and lastly Cicero. I have Indeed a 
little Cicero left, but 1 shall finish him 
in a few days. 1 am noxv deep iu Aris¬ 
tophanes and Lucian.” 

Manifestly Macaulay had an almost 
superhuman gift for reading. I revel- 
yj'.n said of him: "Macaulay's extraor¬ 
dinary faculty of assimilating printed 
matter nt lirst sight remained the same 
through life. To the '-:i«l he read books 
faster than other people skimmed 
them and aklmuied them as fast us 
•jny one ehc would turn the leaves. 
And this speed was not iu his case ob¬ 
tained at tin* expense of accuracy." 

Hal/.ac's ability to take lu at a glance 
half a dozen or more lines of a page is 
a well known Incident of literature, 
and the Frenchman got ull the mean¬ 
ings and tlit shade* of un ailing from 
the page. Hal/ac xvas not a systematic 
reader and boasted that he never read 
a book through. Hut lie. too. had the 
power of "assimilating printed mat¬ 
ter." M. Ih anetlcrc cays that Hnlz.ic’a 
capacity for absorbing knowledge as 
well as learning is not to be Judged at 
all by tin* standards of ordinary men. 
The same principle Incidentally Is the 
sufficient answer to those who doubt 
that Shakespeare wrote Shakespeare 
lK*eause there Is proof that he was 
never a student. 

Doubtless these who have lieen men 
Honed were exceptional readers, or, 
rather, devourers of books. Hut tlielr 
example i itit -resting not because It 
I* excepti"'mil. but for the reason that 
Industry lu reading Is really not ex 
.. plioual. The bibliographers attach 
lug t » i rltoiious works of history at 
t«->t stupcu Joes research stupendous 
to the u..1 ti • • Is content to merely

That night I could not dis¬ 
miss from my mlml wlmt I bad read 
lu the paper. About midnight I ai »se, 
lit a camllc and went to my desk. 
Some powerful Intluence seemed to 
possess me, and utmost Involuntarily 
I proceeibil to write the song of 'My 
Maryland.' 

"1 remember that this Idea seemed to 
take shape as music lu my brain—sonic 
wild air that I cannot now recall.

Before the pan a 
man may be seen sittfng, for nobody 
stands when lie can sit, with a kind of 
wooden ladle, and with-this he briskly 1 
stirs a quantity or bubbling, black 
looking sugar till it becomes quite 
tough, lie then scrapes it together 
aud puts it on a piece of board to cool 
a little, and then, getting up and dex¬ 
terously throwing it on the large hook, 
he iM'gius to pull out the tough sub¬ 
stance. lie draws It out to the length 
of four or tire feet at :i time ami throws 
It hack and elongates it again, aud so 
he manipulates It till the mass becomes 
as white ns snow. This composition so 
treated Is manufncturcil in all sorts of 
sacred forms—figures of little Idols aud 
gods—ami Is eagerly bought for con¬ 
sumption.- Strand Magazine.

To dig one's own potatoes, to shock 
one’s own corn, to pick one’s own ap¬ 
ples, to pile one’s own squashes at 
one's own barn!

Writing any*, .ere but near a largo 
lire was Impossible, as the ink froze in 
pot and on the pen, whole barrels of 
liquids were frozen solid and wine was 
sold in one pound blocks. New brea<l 
on being taken out of tin* oven would 
immediately stiffen and bccotno solid. 
There were liuudreds of deaths from 
the cold, and throughout the frost the 
poor suffered miserably. — Fearsou’s 
Weekly.
